“*  ‘  ‘  been  written.  The  wealth  of  feeling  and 
magic  of  imaginative  power  which  these 
talcs  dispLi.  had  not  been  suspected  by  her 
most  ardent  admirers.  She  waa  then  a  lone 
woman  whs  had  lost  caste  in  every  circle  ex¬ 
cept  one  that  was  very  limited  in  numbers, 
and  comparatively  weak  in  social  influence. 
Strauvt  aud  Fcueibach,  iu  the  judgment  of 
the  great  majority  of  the  church  and  univer¬ 
sity  men,  wore  either  stared  at  as  outlandish 
barbarians,  unworthy  to  be  considered  by  or 
thodox  and  sensible  Kug  ishmon.  or  dreaded 
as  hideous  ogres  who  could  best  be  propiti 
ated  by  respectful  silence  or  muttered  whis¬ 
pers  of  terror.  All  who  believed  in  such  in¬ 
fidels,  or  road  tlieir  books  wore,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  ostracised.  The  “Westminster 
Review"  had  very  juitly  earned  the  dis¬ 
pleasure  of  right  minded  men  fur  its  ribald 
and  irreverent,  not  to  say  unscholarly  at 
tacks  upon  the  fuitlis  that  were  most  sacred 
br  tradition  and  association.

Mr.  Chapman  had  hi9  olflee  or  shop  below, 

’  h»  which  lie  officiated  as  aealer  in  homcco 
psithic  mvdtrioes.  as  publisher  of  tha  ”  W?s:  - 
minster  Review. ’’  and  seller  and  publisher 
of  a  few  books  of  the  advanced  sort,  the 
moat  of  them  translated  from  the  German. 
Tho  apartTTtens  above  were  used  ua  his 
dwelling,  which  was  also  a  very  genteel  and 
not  inexpensive  lodging,  or  what  we  sho  Id 
call  a  boarding  houn,  mostly  if  not  entirely 
frequented  by  Americans,  tom.-  of  whom  re¬ 
mained  for  months  and  others  for  a  few  days 
.  only.  The  house  was  cheerful  and  well 
kept,  and  to  Americans  especially  attractive 
as  being  almost  the  only  good  house  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  city  proper  witli  the  custom 
ary  conveniences  of  a  so  called  “boarding 
house  ’*  It  •  waa  usually  resorted  to  by- 
Americans  of  liberal  or  advanced  opinions, 
for  obvious  reasons,  and  the  writer  well  re¬ 
members  the  unfeigned  astonishment  which 
Mr  Chapman  expressed  when  he  discovered 
after  several  days  th«t  one  of  lm  guests  was 
an  orthodox  clergyman ,  or  “preacher,"  front 
America,  who  yet  had  brought  a  letter  of 
introduction  to  himself  from  Theodore  Par¬ 
ker.

Aft  symbol  of  Um  old  Vohintear  Firs  Do- 
p  wire  art  of  tbs  city  of  New  York  was  the 
figure  of  a  fireman  holding  in  his  brawny 
arms  ft  child  whom  he  had  rescued  from  the 
flames.  It  waa  an  amblam  not  le-e  tree 
then  beautiful,  yet  many  an- old  comrade 
does  not  recall  n  tingle  instance  of  a  com¬ 
rade’s  saving  anybody's  life.  Mr.  Carlisle 
Norwood  remember*  but  one  ease.  Nor 
does  Mr.  Pertr  B.  Warner,  who  adds,  how¬ 
ever,  that  “  any  human  being  would  exert 
himself  to  save  a  fellow -creature’s  life,  aud 
1  am  sure  that  if  I  had  gone  into  a  house 
and  saved  a  woman  or  child,  I  should  have 
dismissed  the  subject  from  my  mind  in  a 
month.  If  a  fireman  eould  save  life  he 
would  do  so,  and  not  think  much  about  it 
afterward.”  Mr.  Michael  Eichell,  once  an 
engineer  in  the  department,  and  for  twenty, 
four  years  in  actual  service  there,  does 
not  remember  a  single  case  iu  which  a  fire, 
man  saved  a  human  life.  Mr.  Harry  How. 
ard,  ex-Chief  Engineer,  says  that  “firemen 
often  saved  lives,  but  they  are  too  modest 
to  talk  about  it,”  yet  be  remembers  ouiy 
two  instance*.  11  J.  R.  Mount,  recently  a 
messenger  in  the  Department  of  Pnblio 
Buildings,  saved  the  lives  of  a  woman  and 
child  at  a  fire  at  No.  89  Bowery,  a  furniture 
establishment.

*  The  boy  that  you  saved  from  Jennings's 
fire.'1*  Mr.  John  A.  Cregier  describes 
Mount's  performance  as  a  moat  heroio  act — 
the  most  remarkable  instance  be  remembered 
of  a  fireman’s  saving  lifs.  The  ladder  be¬ 
ing  too  short,  it  was  put  upon  a  hogshead, 
Mount  ascended  to  the  fourth  floor,  helped 
a  woman  out  of  the  window  and  dowu  the 
ladder— a  most  difficult  feat— aud  fainted 
when  at  last  he  saw  her  safe.
